The tf/oic of the 4th iust. asserts 
that the syndicate 3clieme of tho Cana- 
dian government has failed in England, 
and endeavors to strengthen tho asser- 
tion by referring to an article in the 
Mail of the day previous in which it is 
.stated that tho people need not bo 
alarmed if the government have to fall 
back on tho plan of building the road 
ns a government work out of tho pro- 
ceeds of the land. "Tho result at worst 
would be . the postponement of con 
structiori, say in the British Columbia 
district, or a. slower rate of progress 
over the whole work, except the prairio 
region. The work of construction need 
never bo pushed in a degreo endanger 
ing the financial stability of tho coun- 
.tty. As to stopping it. altogether, and 
leaving expenditures and engagements 
of something like forty million dollars 
iri'valuo to become profitless and waste, 
that is madness." ; Both papers, it is 
evident, are groping in tho . dark and 
hazarding speculations which we must 
think will not bo roalized. Tho Mail 
insists that the' /'Pacific railway is a 
commercial, a political and a national 
necessity ; and it must be built, com 
pany or no company. That much, as a 
question of practical politics, is settled. 
It has been settled since 1871 in legis- 
lative theory. Wo believe that if the 
original plan had been successfully ear 
ried out the railway could have been 
built with a limited and not overgreat 
cost to Canada. And wo boliove that 
if the present government can revert to 
its old policy, so far as circumstances 
will permit, tho people will be well 
pleased. But it is no wiso or practical 
man's idea that if tho company fails, 
tho road must fail too. The, failure of 
the company scheme will not deprive 
us of a single dollar of money or a sin 
gle acre of land ; neither will it lessen 
the confidence of parliamont in the re- 
sources and the destiny of the country." 
The Olobe says that there " will bo no 
revulsion of feeling in Canada in con- 
sequence of this ministerial blunder 
and its .accompanying failure The 
whole thing was from tho beginning 
regarded by tho people with dread. A 
feeling of relief will come over cvory 
one who wishes to sea Canada a great 
nation when he hears that the conspira- 
cy to make a gigantic land grab in the 
North-Wost has been defeated." The 
basis of the syndicate scheme is fore- 
shadowed in tho London Telegraph of 
recent date and we can see no reason 
why a scheme so favorable should meet 
with failure in a market where money 
is going a-begging at H per cent, per 
annum. ' '

Under the 
arrangement with a syndicate there 
need be no fear of ths work hanging 
fire, nor, will the railway scheme be 
forced to run the gauntlet of an annual 
money-vote in the Houso or be sub- 
mitted to the arbitrament of a general 
election. The nows will restore confi- 
dence and the active prosecution of 
work all along the line s : multaneously 
must infuse life into every interest. 

"THE .DEADLOCK NO DEAD- 
LOOK."

Under this heading a correspondent 
asserts — and quotes from tho Judicature. 
Act in support of the assertion — that 
the government having failed to make 
rules of court as required by law, the 
old rules of court arc still in force; 
and that there is not now and nevei 
has been a legal deadlock 1 In plain 
terms, legal business may be transacted 
under the Judicature Act with the old 
rules of Court. This is a revelation, 
indeed. At first we wero inclined to 
question its correctness; but the 19 th 
Bection of tho Judicature Act leaves 
no room for doubt. It is expressly 
provided in that section that unless' 
new rules aro made by the government 
the old rules may continue to bo used. 
The government ' failed to make 
new rules and the proclamation de- 
claring English rules in force has been 
decided by two of the judges, to bo a 
nullity. Therefore tho old rules aro 
still in forco; and it is quite compe- 
tent for any legal gentleman to move to 
set tho machinery of the Judicature 
Act in motion by an application under 
those rules. At any rate, tho experi- 
ment is worth a trial, and a trial will 
doubtless be made immediately. Wo 
shall bo indeed, pleased to have confirm- 
ed the statement that, notwithstanding 
the cross iguoranco, stupidity and 
pigheaded obstinacy of tho local gov- 
ernment there is ; in reality no dead- 
lock. •" 



The Deadlock Ho Dsadlocli. 



To the Editor of The Colonist 

Sir. — It is time this farce should end. 
There has been no substantial ground 
for any deadlock at all. Two of the 
jndges of tho. Supreme Court have-— 
one af tor the other — decided that the 
proclamation; of tho Lieut. Governor 
declaring "tho English rules under tho 
English. Judicature Acts in force in 
England on tho 1st November* 1877, 
should be in force in this province so 
far as they wero applicable," — is inop- 
erative, becauso it siiecifies no rules 
and delegates the selection, practically, 
tho making of those rules, to others in- 
stead of their being solected and made 
by tho Lieut.-Governor in council as 
tho legislature, by the local Judicature 
Act, directed; in reality, that the pro- 
clamation in consequence of such selec- 
tion not having boon made as last men- 
tioned, was a nullity. 

What then? The 19th section of 
that local act (chap. 12, 1879,) says: 
"Save as by this act — or by any rules of 
court is or shall bo otherwise prov d jd — 
all forms and method of 'procedure ichich 
at the commencement of this act were in 
force in the said Supreme Court (riot 
inconsistent with this act or with any 
rules to bo made by virtue of this act) 
may continue to be vsed and practiced 
in the said Supremo Court in such and 
tho liko cases and for such and tho 
liko purposes as those to which thoy 
would have been applicable if this act 
had not been passed.*' 

Well ! The act itself makes no pro- 
visions difl'ering from the old rules of 
practice, and if the proclamation is a 
nullity it makes none. Then the "forms 
and method of procedure" as of old ro- 
niain in forco and may continue to be 
vsed. What, then, is the trouble ? 
What's the row about? 

Tho act itself defines two classes of 
rules. 1st: Rules of administration 
of law and equity; 2nd: rules of pro- 
cedure. The first are defined and set 
out in tho act — clear and positive — 
and operato at ouce. Tho 2nd, of pro- 
cedure, could not operate until made; 
and as tlio Court has decided that they 
have not yet beon shown to have been 
made, the 19th section just quoted 
steps, in and says the old ones, in that 
case, aro to continue nn if the act had 
not been passed. 

The fact is, from somo cause somo of 
your lawyers havo lost their tempers, 
and consequently lost their hoads. Rea- 
son ceases when passion begins. One 
side abuses the government for not ; 
making ruloB.. Tho answer is, "rules 
aro not so easily mado as you suppose. 
Wo made what we thought would do; 
but wctook carotoput into the acta pro- 
vision that would prevent all difficulty 
in case of any failure. Why don't you 
avail yourself of that provision and go 
on under the 1 9th section ?" Tho other 
sido abuses tho judges. The answer is: 
"The judges have only to declare tho 
law — not make it. Why don't , you 
look at the whole'act instead of one 
end of it V Don't 3'pu see the old pro-, 
ccdure is continued where not altered 
by now rules, and as no new rules 
havo been made or shown to have beon 
made no alteration has been made."

By a mechani- 
cal contrivanco which periodically cuts 
off the stream- of electric fluid emanat- 
ing from the battery and brings an 
el^-trio magnet to bear upon the re- 
laxed mainspring in such a way as to 
renew it3 tension instantaneously per- 
il 'tu:d motion is practically imparted 
to the works of the regulator — that is 
to say, as long as the batteries con- 
nected with it aro kept properly sup- 
plied with salts. The discoverer of 
this important improvement has satis; 
tied himself by six months' successful 
experiments in his own workshop that 
bis system works faultlessly, and 
has applied for permission to 
adapt it to tho electric clocks 
set up by the municipality in 
different parts of tho Danish oapital. 
Electricity, under Mr. Soendorborg's 
compulsion, is destined not only to 
make tho Copenhagen clocks go, but 
to wind them up, with never-ending 
recurrence, until the "crack of doom."

Nanaimo Public SohooL 

To the Editor of Tut: Colonist: 
Sir. — Permit me to call the attention 
of yourself and all interested in the 
causo of education in this Province to 
tho state of affairs in connection with 
tho recent appointment of principal for 
tho boys'departmcntof ourpublic school. 

You are probably aware that Mr. 
Mundcll, the late principal, resigned, 
and intends leaving tho Province. As 
in duty bound our trusteos duly adver- 
tised for a fluccossor; and. while so do 
ing and receiving the names of appli- 
cants for the position, the examination 
of teachers was being held at Victoria 
and New Westminster." Amongst the 
names of those who applied for the 
position thero wero two or three who 
held a 1st class certificate, and some 
who only hold a 2nd; but, be this as it 
may, the choico of the trustees has 
fallen upon a young gentloman who has 
lately come from England or Wales, 
very highly rocommended, I under- 
stand. Now, sir, I know nothing per- 
sonally about the qualifications of this 
young gentleman; and he' may be 
everything an anxious or fastidious 
parent could wish to train his boys; 
and I am told that his short trial at 
Esquimalt was very satisfactory ; but, 
sir, this is not the point I wish to draw 
your attention to. I think, sir, you 
will admit that Nanaimo, from its im- 
portance to the province and wealth- 
producing' power, is fully entitled to a 
principal in the public schools who 
holds a first-class certificate, and, be- 
sides, tho pay (a very important factor 
now-a-days) is intended for a teacher 
holding, as our late principal did, a 1st 
class, while the junior teachor, who is 
not supposed to do so, gets .$60 per 
month. 

At the late examination - the princi- 
pal elect — who, I am told, has express- 
ed his regret, seeing, the papers were so 
easy, that he did not try for a 1st class 
— succeeded in getting a 2nd class Ii., 
while the junior teacher, Mr. Flett, 
who also applied for the position of 
principal, got a 2nd class A. Here, then, 
wo havo tho curious fact of a strange, 
and, so far as Nanaimo' is "concerned,, 
untried principal of our boys' school at 
a salary of $90 per month ' and 
holding only a 2nd elass B, while 
our junior, teacher, a tried man, and 
against whom I havo never heard . the 
first word of complaint, holds a 2nd 
class A, but only gets SCO per month. 
What, - with such a prospect beforo 
them, is the. use of any teacher trying 
to qualify himself for a 1st class school 
or raising himself above, even, a 3d

The Railway Lands. 

TheViotoriaDebatiiigSociety,atits usual 
fortnightly mooting hold, on Monday, 
Aug. Kith, discussed "Tho expedi- 
ency of acceding to tho proposals 
offered by tho Dominion Govern- 
ment in reference to tho railway 
lands." Tho proposer, Mr. McCreight, 
very ably oponed tho debate, nominally 
seconded by Mr. S. Pi Mills. The op- 
poser, Mr. W. Wilson, M.P.P. , in a very 
careful and telling speech, then laid bo- 
fore tho houso his opinions in connection 
with the railway landB. 

Mr. S P. Mills stated that, after duly 
considering tho question, he was obliged 
on principlo, although soconding tho mo- 
tion, to tako tho opposito side. Ho ac- 
cordingly spoke against tho motion. 

Messrs. Fell nnd Shildrick also spokoin 
opposition. 

Upon the division of tho moeting it 
was found to be tho opinion of tho ma- 
jority of tho members that it was expedi- 
ent to accede to the proposals of the Do- 
minion Government— seven voting for 
and six against the motion. 

A Commission Issued ! 

The Government have backed down 
moat ingloriously from their position -in 
the matter of tho issuance of the Queen'* 
Commission. Everyone knows tho dis- 
agreeable offocta of opening tho spocial 
Assize Court at New Westminster in 
March last without a Quoen's Commis- 
sion. Tho Kami oops outlaws — who would 
otherwise have stretched hemp three 
months ago — will have to be tried over 
again and may, possibly, e'scapo alto- 
gether. Tho country has been put to 
enormous exponao, tho Judiciary havo 
beon abused and insulted by " lewed fel- 
lows of tho basor sort," and after all that 
has beon said and done in the matter tho 
Government yields tho point and issues a 
Commission! Tho country would rejoice 
at tho humiliation of tho government 
if tho country wero not required to pay 
the bill of costs.

What Thoy Know Four Thousand 
"roars Ago. 

The Popular Science Monthly for Juno 
publishes abstracts from tho address 
of Chief-Justice Daly boforc the Geo- 
graphical Society, in which ho says; — 
From one of these books, compiled 
after the manner of our modern ency- 
clopaedias, and the complication of 
which is shown to have been mado 
more than 2000 years b. c, it has been 
ascertained, what lino long been sup-, 
posed, that Ohaldea was the parent 
land of astronomy, for it is found, from 
this complication and from other bricks 
that tho Babylonians catalogued the 
stars, and distinguished and named the 
constellations, that they arranged the 
12 constellations that form our present 
zodiac to show the courso of tho sun's 
path in the heavens; divided time into 
weeks, months, and years; that they 
divided the week, as we now have it, 
into seven days, six being days of labor 
and the seventh a day of rest, to which 
they gave n name from which we havo 
derived our word "sabbath," and which 
day, as a day of rest from all labor of 
every kind, they observed as rigorously 
ns the Jew or the Puritan. The motion 
of the heavenly bodies and the phenomena 
of the weather were noted down, and 
a connection, as I have -before stated, 
detected, as M. do Perville claims to 
have discovered, botween tho weather 
and the change of the moon. They in- 
vented tho sun dial to mark tho move- 
ments of the heavenly bodies, the 
water clock to measure time, and thoy 
speak in this work of tho spots ou the 
sun, a fact they could only have known 
by aid of telescopes, which it is sup- 
posed they possessod, from observations 
that they have noted down of the ris- 
iug of Venus and tho fact that Layard 
found a crystal lens in tho ruins of 
Nineveh. These "bricks" contain an 
account of the Deluge substantially the 
same as the narrative in tho Bible, ex- 
cept that the names are different. 
They disclose that houses and land 
wero then sold, leased and mortgaged, 
that, money was loaned at interest, 
and that tho markot gardeners, : to use 
an American phrase, "worked on 
shares," that the farmer, when plough- 
ing with its' oxen, beguiled his labor 
with Bhort and homely songs, two' of 
which have been found, and connect 
this very remoto civilisation with the 
usages of to clay." .

The Xiondon Echo cries out loudly 
against any increased allowance to the 
Prince of Wales. 

Mr. Philip Gilbert Hamerton, hav- 
ing been challenged to fight a duol, 
caused his would-bo shooter to insert 
an apology in the London papers in- 
stead. 

The Metropolitan (underground) 
Railway of London runs 1,000 trains 
a day, which, during the year just past 
had carried nearly 02,000,000 passen- 
gers, besides freight. 

The Corporation of the City of Lou- 
don, to avert the accusation of being 
over represented in Parliament and 
too rich for its population, suggests 
that when the census is taken tho peo- 
plo who do business in tho square 1 
mile of territory ruled over by that 
body shall be numbered at their offices 
and places of businoss. Tho city had 
but 74,000 inhabitants in 1871, and it 
is feared that it may have only forty 
or fifty thousand in 1881; but it is 
reckoned that. some, three-quarters of a 
million are to be found in it at Borne 
time of the day. 

At tho Duke of Westminster's late 
ball the professional beauties were as 
conspicious for their presence, as their 
absence was noticcablo at that given 
the previoua night by the Duke of Nor- 
folk. Their dresses, generally speak- 
ing, wero good, and their jewels splen- 
did. Lady Lonsdale looked liko a 
superb Juno, only tbat she had a 
smilo for every one, great and small, as 
she moved gracefully through tho 
rooms. Lady Bective was in a haad- 
some dress of dark green satin, with a 
garden of real white lilies on each side 
of the. skirt, and a monster bouquet of 
the same flowers in her hand. A more 
perfect ensemble has not been soon this 
year. Mrs. Langtry's dress, on thn 
other hand, was not so much admired; 
it lacked freshness, the most serious de- 
fect that any toilette can have. Neither 
could one admire the total absence of 
ornament, either of flower or jewels, 
which appears to bo hor present chic. 
Mrs. Whoeler takes another line, and 
dresses so quietly that it is difficult to 
sny what Blae has 'on. This is certainly 
a fault on tho right side, if fault it be. 

Lord Justico Bramwoll passed some 
very severe sentences at the Manches- 
ter assizes on a batch of men who had 
been guilty of brutality to their wives, 
accompanying the sentences with strong 
remarks on their cowardly, inhuman 
conduct. One of the convicts, a man 
named Campbell, whose sentence was 
that of seven years' penal servitude, 
has been so overcome by romorse, or 
the severity of tho punishment inflict- 
ed upon him, that ho committed suicido 
in his cell by means of his braces. 

The minority vote of 51 on the com- 
pensation bill in the House of Lords 
included twenty-four official and four 
ex-official liberals, and the majority 
vote included sixty -three liberals. Thus, 
the government was defeated by a 
majority of twelve of its nominal sup- 
porters. 

A Berlin dispatch says tho Leipsic 
Grenxbolen, -supposed. to be inspired by 
Prince Bismarck, says :. "A dispute has 
arisen between Austria and England 
regarding tho navigation of the Dan- 
ube. Austria, it says, proposed the 
formation of a permanent commission 
of the riparian States under tho Aus- 
trian presidency for the control of tho 
rivor between Calatz and the Iron 
Gates. England is opposed to the 
plan, urging that such commission 
should consist only of representatives 
of States bordering on the Lower Dan- 
ube. Germany supports Austria." A 
British ministerial paper attributes im- 
portance to this statement in conse- 
quence of Gladstone's hostility to Aus- 
tria. 

An Euglifih clergyman, the Rev. 
Thomas Ratcliffe, Vicar of Stapleford, 
was charged before tho Nottingham 
county magistrates tho other day with 
assaulting Sarah Johnson, a married 
woman. It appeared that the com- 
plainant went to tho churchyard on 
Friday night for the purpose of cutting 
the grass growing on her child's grave. 
Wbilo so engaged tbo defendant ap- 
peared, and, charging her with tres- 
passing, struck her and knocked her 
down. Ho was fined a guinea. 

In a report of the Loudon Mendicity 
Society a conversation is given which 
was overheard between two of that 
class of begging women who ait in the 
streets, got up to look as deplorablo as 
possible, with a child in tho lap: "How 
much (rent) did vou givo for your 
baby?" -A shillin'." "Then you've 
been done, or babies is riz. I only 
gives sixpence for mine, and they feedB 
'em and Godfrey's cordials 'em, and all 
afore I goes out, into the bargain."

Testament may be expected in the 
autumn, and along with the English 
translation two recensions of the Greek 
text will be issued simultaneously ; the 
one will proceed from the Clarendon, 
the other from tho Pitt Press.

Our 
contemporary adds : — "It is with re- 
gret that we hear it said that the form 
in which all Englishmen know, and 
most of thorn use, the Lord's Prayer iB 
no longer to be the form which is to 
pass current.

SAUL DUFFERIN. 



His Aristocratic XlQooptions in St. 
Potorshurar. 

(Correspondence K. Y. HeraW.J 

St. Petersburg, July 5 — The other 
day Lord Dufferin the English Ambas- 
sador, called on hia trench confrere, 
General Chanzy, and coldly put to him 
this question: " How on earth do you 
manage to kill timo iicro?" From this 
simple anecdoto you may gather some 
idea of the present state of the Russian 
capital. The English Ambassador is 
boring himself to death here, and that 
is saying a good deal; for never in my 
life did I meet a man who knew how 
to while away a dreary day better than 
Lord Dufferin. To begin with, the ex- 
Governor of Canada is an unwearying 
worker. He lias under him two or 
three young gentlemen who do nothing 
but run after each other — in other 
words, who do nothing. His Excel- 
lency, employs no one but his private 
secretary, who sloops in his neighbor- 
hood, and who ho calls up pitilessly 
at all hours of tho night whenever he 
has an idoa which ho thinks needs jott- 
ing down. From the moment they ar- 
rived Lord and Lady Dufferin assumed 
a prominent placo in society here. While 
tho other ambassadors in . St. Peters- 
burg havo contended themselves with 
very mixed society, Lord and Lady 
Dufferin have entertained none but the 
most aristocratic and select. So ex- 
clusive are his receptions that even 
somo members of the diplomatic corps 
aro not admitted to tho more private 
ones. The Dufferin receptions have 
been much talked of naturally, especial-' 
ly in connection with the charades 
that are acted at them. The host him- 
self ia the ceutro figure of these enter- 
tainments. He throws himself into 
the thing with the greatest ardor. One 
day, for instance, he welcomed his 
guosts in the costumo of a cupid — pink 
tights, wing and quiver, all complete. 
On another occasion he donned a Scotch 
coatume, and appeared bare-legged. In 
some charade or other it was ono night 
necessary to work in the word "river." 
Lord Dufferin calmly piled up two 
heaps of chairs, climbed to the top of 
one of them, took off his dresB coat, 
waiscoat and 'white necktio, throw him-, 
self flat on the floor and began mov- 
ing his arms and legs about frautically 
like a swimmer in distress. Ho then 
got up, beckoning to the baud to strike 
up, opened the ball ia a waltz with 
Lady Dufferin. The . originality 
of these entertainments and tho 
systematic exclusion of all out- 
side the pale of the most aristo- 
cractic society in the empiro make a 
great sensation. But singular accidents 
happen oven in tho most aristocratic 
Russian circles. One day Lady Man- 
clair, tho wife of one of Lord Duflerin's 
secretaries, dropped a jewel worth 
about $5,000 at an embassy reception. 
It was never found. You may im- 
agine what satisfaction the non-elect 
got out of this story. A very similar 
affair took place' during the transfer of 
the body of the Empress to the for- 
tress. A court dignitary who was 
present in tho little cathedral suddenly 
missed his gold watch and chain. None 
but tho highest court personages were 
in the church, and yot, curiously 
enough, the missing trinkets never re- 
appeared, any more than lady Man- 
clair'B jewel. I should not have heard 
any more about them had I not been 
casually informed one day by a weary 
soldier who asked me to pay the cost 
of the ferry across the - river for him, 
that ho was tho bearer of a warrant 
for the arrest of an officer in tho guards 
for this very theft. All this does not 
prevent Lord Dufferin boring himself. 

Juvenile Smokers. — A British 
physician, observing the large number 
of boys under 15 years of ago on the 
streets with cigars and pipes - in their 
mouths, was promoted to examine the 
breath of this class of smokers, and for 
that purpose selected 38 boys between 
the ages of 9 and 15. In 22 of these 
cases he found various disorders of the 
circulation and digestion; palpitation of 
tho heart, and more or less marked 
taste for Btrong drink. In 12 there 
was frequent bleeding of the nose, and 
12 had slight ulceration of the mouth 
caused by tobacco. The doctor treated 
them for tho ailments, but with little 
effect, until the habit of smoking was 
discontinued, when breath and strength 
were soon restored. The effect' of to- 
bacco in creating a taste for strong 
drink is unquestionably very great If 
tho testimony of some tobacco users 
and medical men is of any weight, one 
of the most ladical methods of keeping 
the young from being led' to intern por- 
ate drinking is to deny them tobacco.
